The  season  of  Fkk)  started  in  fine,  hut  because  of 
the  drouth  which  began  in  Julv  and  lasted  until  Sep¬ 
tember  1  the  earl}’  flowers  were  somewhat  hurt,  but 
when  the  rains  began  our  late  tlow'ers  came  on  tine  and 
as  we  had  no  killing  fiajst  until  \er\’  late  in  the  season 
our  bulbs  continued  to  develop  until  with  most  \'ari- 
eties  the  bulbs  are  larger  than  common. 

W’e  are  listing  three  new  seedlings  of  real  quality 
this  }'ear.  1  ,icket}'split,  an  extra  early  salmon  pink, 
which  possesses  wonderful  substance  and  is  nearly  as 
earl}'  as  our  Lottie  Belle.  I  larriet  Mae,  a  \er}'  tine 
orange  with  a  }'eilow  throat  that  blooms  about  the  same 
•dime  as  Prince  of  W'ales.  Llossiebelle  has  a  verx’  dark 
riel,  reb  cf'lor  that  is  \’ery  attractive,  and  it  often  grows 
6  ft.  fall  with  many  open  flowers.  W'e  like  this  very 
much  if  it  is  a  prim  and  hooded. 

Some  of  our  former  introductions  ha\’e  pro\’en  \'er}' 
good.  W'e  consider  Janice  a  wonderful  glad  and  good 
enough  for  any  garden. 

Glacfys  Clark  is  a  tine  tall  pink,  much  better  than 
many  that  we  have  bought  and  paid  twice  what  we  ask 
for  this. 

bann.\’  Crosby  is  a  tine  cream  white  that  took  first 
l')rize  at  Springfield  for  the  most  bloom  open  and  the 
most  perfect  buds;  about  30%  of  the  bloom  comes  with 
eight  petals.  Bonniebelle  also  is  hard  to  beat  in  its 
color  class. 

1  have -often  wondered  wh}'  we  did  not  sell  more 
bulbs  of  Sirene.  It  alwa}'s  attracts  attention  in  the  field 
and  as  a  cut  flower  it  is  alwa\'s  in  demand. 

Normanda  is  a  wonderful  early  glad  for  the  cut 
flower  trade.  For  breeding  we  never  have  had  a  glad 
get  so  many  good  seedlings,  especially  in  the  orange 
and  salmon  shades. 

Flizabeth  Zane,  Lois  Mary,  Onilee  and  Annie 
Mason  are  all  \'er}'  good  cut  flowers.  Marolee  is  dif¬ 
ferent  than  other  glads,  quite  earl}'  and  of  immense  size, 
should  be  in  ever}'  garden.

other  glad  we  have,  and  is  one  of  the  best  for  forcing. 
Altho  not  as  wonderful  as  some  for  color,  yet  it  is  a 
wonderful  improvement  over  Alaiden  Blush. 

Ella  Day  on  some  soils  decks  quite  badly  and  the 
shank  is  not  as  long  as  we  would  like  it,  but  it  has  a 
wonderful  spike  of  very  large  bloom,  and  is  a  wonderful 
color  when  it  does  not  deck.  W’e  now  have  a  glad  of 
the  color  of  Ella  Day  when  it  comes  at  its  best,  that  is 
e\’en  larger,  with  a  due  shank,  and  a  spike  with  24  buds. 
It  will  not  he  ready  to  introduce  for  two  vears. 

For  some  vears  we  have  been  working  to  get  a 
double  glad.  \Ve  now  ha\  e  set’eral  seedlings  that  come 
partiv  double,  having  dorets  with  eight  petals;  and 
some  that  nearlv  alwa\  s  have  some  dowers  with  18  to 
20  petals. 

Now  we  ha\'e  a  seedling  that  looks  like  a  real 
double.  .Although  it  has  only  six  petals,  it  opens  up 
like  a  double  carnation.  The  petals  come  up  nearlv 
straight  for  a  little  wa.y  and  then  turn  back  dat  open. 
When  they  turn  there  is  a  kink  in  each  petal  that  fills 
the  throat,  leaving  just  room  for  the  stemans  and  pistals 
to  come  through.  It  also  is  intensely  ruffled,  so  from 
a  few  feet  distance  it  looks  to  be  completely  double. 
We  think  this  will  make  a  \  ery  desirable  new  type. 

W'e  are  late  in  getting  out  our  price  list  this  year, 
as  we  have  been  trying  to  cut  expenses,  and  not  hiring 
very  much  help.

ANNIE  MASON— very  large  white 
with  a  small  light  yellow  hlotcli  in 
throat.  Color  is  about  the  same  as 
Jorges  White  and  nearly  as  large, 
but  this  grows  about  4  feet  tall  with 
a  fine  long  spike  of  18  to  20  buds, 
five  open,  placement  good. 

HONNIEBELLE— This  is  a  very 
showy  Glad.  Color,  Grenadine  red 
with  a  light  orange  blotch  on  the 
three  lower  petals.  Attracted  much 
attention  in  our  display  at  Toledo. 
Flowers  well  placed  on  fine  spike. 

ETHEL  MAE— A  good,  strong-grow¬ 
ing.  cut  flower  varety.  grows  about 
four  feet  tall.  Flowers  well  placed 
with  8  open.  Color:  Hermosa  pink, 
with  a  slight  feathering  of  light  jas¬ 
per  red. 

ELLA  DAY.  (Int.  1926)— Color  La 
France  pink  with  sulphur  yellow 
lilotch  and  a  coral  red  feathering. 
This  is  a  very  large  flower  about  six 
inches  across  and  six  open  at  once, 
a  whole  bouquet  on  a  spike.  Attracts 
much  attention  in  our  test  plot.  Sev¬ 
eral  varieties  that  were  introduced  at 
a  much  higher  price  than  this  were 
hardly  noticed  wlien  this  was  in 
bloom. 

ELIZABETH  ZANE.  (Int.  1927)— 
Dark  scarlet  with  dark  red  blotch. 
\'ery  ruffled  and  has  a  spike  aliout 
four  feet  tall  with  sixteen  to  eighteen 
buds  and  four  to  five  open  at  once. 

FANNY  CROSBY— One  of  the  finest 
Glads  we  ever  grew  in  our  trial 
grounds.  Color:  Creamy  white 
with  a  shade  of  light  yellow  in 
throat.  It  has  a  waxy  texture  like 
a  lily.  It  has  18  to  20  buds  on  a  fine 
straight  spike,  8  open.  Wonderful 
substance,  facing  and  spacing  fine. 
Every  spike  that  bloomed  last  sea¬ 
son  had  several  flowers  with  8  to 
12  petals.  We  are  using  this  for  a 
breeder,  hoping  some  day  to  get  a 
double  Glad. 

GLADYS  CLARK— A  tall  Eosine 
Pink  with  a  slight  Begonia  rose 
feathering  in  lower  petal.  A.  won¬ 
derful  color  and  a  wonderful  Glad. 
Spikes  always  straight,  flowers  very 
well  placed,  seven  open  at  one  time, 
often  over  20  buds  on  spike,  fine  sub¬ 
stance,  good  size  and  a  good  pro¬ 
pagator  of  liulhlets  that  grow.

JANICE — Another  extra  fine  Glad 
with  a  very  peculiar  color  but  one 
tliat  sliows  up  wonderfully  well  un¬ 
der  artificial  lights.  Mr.  Gersdorf 
described  the  color  as  follows:  Pink¬ 
ish  buff  to  vinaceous  lavender,  shad¬ 
ed  amaranth  pink,  and  blotched 
amaranth  purple.  Bloom  extra  well 
placed  on  a  good  straight  spike,  16 
buds  and  6  open,  substance  gcod. 


LOIS  MARY,  (Int.  1926)— Color 
Jasper  pink  witli  sulphur  yellow 
blotch  on  two  of  the  lower  petals.  It 
has  a  very  fine  spike,  four  feet  tall 
and  five  to  six  open.  Increase  good. 

LOTTIE  BELLE.  (Int.  1925)-Color 
LaFrance  pink,  sulphur  yellow  blotch 
with  carmine  red  feathering.  A  good 
size  flower  well  open  on  a  fine  long 
spike  and  very  early,  with  us  it 
blooms  one  week  earlier  than  Eliza¬ 
beth  Tabor. 

MARJORIE  LOUISE:  A  fine  large 
pure  white.  This  generallj’  conies 
with  about  30%  of  the  bloom  having 
8  petals,  flowers  very  well  placed  on 
spike  and  opens  wide  open.  About 
18  buds  on  spike  and  5  oi  6  open. 
Healthy  and  medium  strong  grower. 

f^AROLEE.  (Int.  1927)-A  very  large 
flower  that  opens  up  very  different 
from  mosjL  Glads  and  attracts  inucli 
attention  because  of  its  shape  and 
color.

Bittersweet  orange  shading  to  pic- 
r'e  yellow  in  throat  with  a  carmine 
feathering.  Very  strong  grower  about 
4  feet  high  with  us. 

ONILEE,  (Int.  1927)— Oriental  pink 
with  amber  yellow  blotch  and  sliglit 
daphne  red  feathering.  Over  twenty 
buds  well  placed  on  tall  straight 
spike  witli  six  open.  A  fine  cut  flow¬ 
er  variety  and  a  good  propagator. 

RUFUS— This  is  a  fine  cut  flower  var¬ 
iety.  Producing  a  strong  healthy 
spike,  bloom  well  placed  witli  5  open 
and  a  good  propagator.  Color;  Rosa 
Doree  with  creamy  white  blotch  on 
lower  petals. 

SIRENE,  (Int.  1926)— Color  Begonia 
rose  with  streaks  of  scarlet  red- 
around  the  edge  of  petals  and  a  white 
blotch  ill  lower  petals  with  a  scar¬ 
let  red  featiiering.  Everyone  likes 
this  one. 

SEGRID  STEIN— An  extra  early 
creamy  white  Glad  with  a  small 
blotch  of  light  yellow  in  throat  and 
a  purple  line  in  center  of  lower  pet¬ 
als.  This  blooms  with  us  tlie  same 
time  as  Elizabeth  Talior,  Normanda, 
Lottie  Belle,  and  Marolee,  and 
makes  a  fine  addition  to  our  extra 
earlies.
